Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed August 2, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicants contend that Uchida et al., U.S. Patent 5,849,465 herein known as Uchida 
fails to recited that a predetermined portion of the precursor layer is exposed and developed 
thereby substantially removing this predetermined portion. 

3. In response to Applicants contention that Uchida fails to disclose or recited that a 
predetermined portion of the precursor layer is exposed and developed thereby substantially 
removing this predetermined portion please see FIG. 13 where this limitation is addressed. 
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4. Applicants claim limitations does not preclude the use of Uchida as prior art. 



5. Applicants contend that Uchida does not teach or suggest the diisopropoxide group. 
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6. In response to Applicants argument that Uchida fails to teach or suggest the 
diisopropoxide group, Applicants are directed to column 14, line 34 where diisopropoxide is 
disclosed.
